No Perscn Holding Appointive Office 


Shall Serve on Any Party 


Committee 


Men of all parties who have taken 
an active interest in polities here 
are deeply engaged in fathom ing the 
new prim ary law in Indiana ju st en ­ 
acted by the legislature. 
Of special 
interest is it because of the revol- 
tiouary changes it 
m akes 
in 
the 
form ation of political m achinery. 


For instance, here a fte r all p re ­ 
cinct committeemen m ust be chosen 
at the M arch prim aries, 
held 
two 
y ea rs in a y e a r when a state elec­ 
tion is held, 
Section 12 of the act 
provides that no person holding an 
appointive office in this state, o r in 
any city *.r eounty government in 
thi- >tate, >iinll be eligible to serve 
on any party committee or any p ri­ 
m ary election board. 


It is being freely pointed out th at 
while that section may be very s a tis ­ 
facto ry for the larger centers 
of 
population in the state, it will work 
a hand-It ip on the sm aller places. 
In 
m any cases men have been none too 
anxious to serve as precinct com m it­ 
teemen because it m eans much work 
and no emolument.-. 
But now men 
must seek the place as precinct com ­ 
mitteemen ami must be nam ed at the 
prim aries bv the voters. 
That p ro ­ 
vision will upset the precedent that 


h a s been followed all over the state. 


A system of p a rty organization i- 
provided to r by 
the 
act, 
beginnig 
with the election at the prim ary of 


precinct committeemen. 
C andidates 
for precinct committeemen are re ­ 
quired. like «»ther candidates to tile 
notice ut their candidacy not 
less 
than thirty days nor more than ,-ixtv 
day s with the clerk o f the circuit 
e<»urt. 
No fee is required of such 
candidates. 


On the S a tu rd a y following 
their 
election, the act provides, the p re ­ 
cinct committeemen o f each 
p arty 
shall meet at some place at the eoun­ 
ty seat, to be fixed by the retiring 
county chairm an, and shall organize 
as a county committee. 


The chairm en o f the various coun­ 
ties of a congressional district are 
to constitute a congressional district 
committee, except th a t in ease a con­ 
gressional district is composed 
of 
only one eounty, the eounty com m it­ 
tee is to be the district 
com m ittee 
and the county committee is to elect 
a congressm an I district chairm an i:i 
addition to the 
county 
chairm an. 
C hairm an elected by the various co n ­ 
gressional district committees are to 
constitute the state central com m it­ 
tee. 


E ach of the various committees 
must elect a chairm an, a sec retary 
an d a treasu rer, and m ay elect other 
officers 
or subcom m ittees a t its dis­ 
cretion. 
The time fo r the org an iza­ 
tion o f county com m ittees is specifi­ 
ed by the act as already stated, but 
the time and m an n er o f the org an i­ 
zation of the o th er committees is left 
to rules adopted by the state central 
committee. 
1 lie a c t 
requires 
the 
s ta te central com m ittee to m eet w ith­ 
in six m onths a f te r the taking effect 
of the a c t to adopt “ appropriate and

paw of England by inducing her to 
join him in breaking up the American 
republic. 
The Emperor Alexauder of 
Russia, jealous of England's growing 
commercial power, did not propose that 
she should profit by the troubles in the 
United States and, believing that she 
would not Intervene without Napole­ 
on’s assistance, determined to prevent 
if possible the Anglo-French interven­ 
tion. 
“Tell your master,” said Alexander 
to the French ambassador, “that if he 
interferes in America I will strike 
him.” 
Now, the emperor was not sure that 
Napoleon would inform the English 
government of this threat. 
He was 
committed in his Mexican scheme and 
would proceed despite the czar's pro­ 
test. England once having entered the 
scheme could not well withdraw. Na­ 
poleon was at the time in conference 
with the British ambassador to France, 
and the alliance was about to be per­ 
fected. 
One day the American minister at 
St. Petersburg was called to the impe­ 
rial palace and when he returned to 
the embassy called the second secreta­ 
ry of legation into his private office 
and, handing him a paper, said to him: 
“This document is a communication 
to me from the czar expressing his 
friendliness for the United States and 
declaring that if the Emperor Napo­ 
leon intervenes in the struggle going 
011 there he will make war upon 
France. It is essential that this docu­ 
ment be sbow*n to tlie British premier 
with the least possible delay. St. Pe­ 
tersburg is full of the Emperor Napo­ 
leon's spies, and it is quite likely that 
these facts are known to them. There 
is little doubt that they will put every 
obstacle in your way to delay your ar­ 
rival in England till after the Auglo- 
French alliance has been effected be­ 
tween the two countries. 
They may 
also try to obtain possession of the 
document you bear. Go to London as 
quickly as possible and do not sleep till 
you are on the channel.” 
George Carey, armed with a 42 
caliber revolver, made his prepara­ 
tions to leave by the next train at 6 
p. m. 
Expecting that he might be 
watched and delayed on his way to 
the station, he called a cab an hour 
before train time. He knew the short- 
(est route and soon saw that he was 
being driven in another direction. 
Tapping on the glass window that sei>- 
arated him from the driver, he ap­ 
peared to the latter pointing a cocked 
revolver at him. 
“Drive straight to the station,” he 
said. 
This had the proper effect, and Carey 
reached the train half an hour before 
leaving time. 
This was unfortunate, 
for it gave those in the pay of the 
French emperor plenty of time to 
make their arrangements with regard 
to him. 
The emissary was put by an official 
(bribed) into a compartment where 
there was 110 one but a girl. The train 
had no sooner started than she began 
to puff a cigarette. 
Carey knew by 
its odor that it was drugged and tried 
to open the window. 
It had been se­ 
cured. 
He at once broke the glass 
with the bntt of his revolver. 
When Carey passed the bonier Into 
Germany he Avas very sleepy and drop­ 
ped into a slumber in spite of liLs ef­ 
forts to keep awake. 
His suit case 
was in the rack, and when lie awoke, 
after the train had stopped several 
times, he noticed that the case was 
not there. 
He was troubled only at 
the loss of toilet articles and a change 
of clothing, for the czar’s letter was 
under a linen band around his body. 
Carey believed that the chain of spies 
watching him would expect him to 
pass through Belgium. 
He therefore 
concluded to go through France. 
His 
bold stroke was successful, and he was 
not disturbed, passing even through 
Paris and reaching Calais without ad­ 
venture. 
His traveling by an unex­ 
pected route threw the cordon of per­ 
sons watching him completely off the 
track, and he was not located by them 
again till he reached Calais. 
He was leaving his train at Calais 
to go aboard the boat for Dover when 
a man stepped up to him and asked if 
he were George Carey. 
Carey, who 
knew very well that he was spotted, 
admitted that ho was, but in a tone to 
indicate that he would brook no inter­ 
ference. 
The man displayed a shield 
and, producing a paper, began to read 
a warrant for his arrest on a charge of 
sedition against tlie government. 
Meanwhile the passengers were pass­ 
ing from the train to the boat Carey 
stood listening to the warrant, one eye| 
on the travelers and the boat, the oth­ 
er on the person whom he knew to be 
personating an officer of the law. 
When the last passenger had passed 
over the gangway the American knock­ 
ed tlie Frenchman down and ran for 
the boat 
It had left the dock, but 
Carey cleared the gap of ten feet with­ 
out difficulty.

Dr. Snyder wrote to the boy and 
received a reply, which he permits to 
be published. 
He asks if there is not 
some person in Rushville, when they 
learn of this boy’s plight, who will 
not offer him a home so that he may 
have the same advantages as other 
boys and enjoy the same opportuni­ 
ties to prove his worth.

Department of Agriculture Has Ar­ 


rangement For Benefit of Rural 


Communities. 


THE 
PROJECT 
IS 
OUTLINED 


Provides For Committees 
to 
Deal 


With Both Social and Business 


Interests. 


Washington, March 11.— A scheme 
for the organization of rural commu­ 
nities for both business and social 
purposes is worked out in an article 
which is to appear in the forthcom ­ 
ing year book of the department of 
agriculture, and whieh has already 
been printed as a pamphlet for 
the 
use of the 
departm ent’s 
office 
of 
m arkets and rural organization. 
The scheme calls for ten commit­ 
tees, five of which arc to deal with 
business needs and five with social 
needs. 
Every member of the orga­ 
nization is to serve on some one of 
these committees. 
In addition, there 
is to be a central or executive com­ 
mittee composed of the President of 
the organization, its Secretary, its 
Treasurer, and the Chairman o f the 
ten other committees. 
This central 


body is to direct the general policy 
of the organization, raise all funds 
and control their expenditures. The 
committees that are to deal with the 
business interests of the community 
are as follows: 
1. Committee on Farm Production. 
2. 
Committee on Marketing. 
3. 
Committee on »Securing Farm 
Supplies. 
4. 
Committee on Farm 
Finance 
and accounting. 
5. 
Committee on Communication 
and transportation. 
»Similarly, the five committees that 
attend to the community’s social in­ 
terests will deal with: 
, 
1. 
Education. 
2. 
Sanitation. 
3. 
Recreation. 
4. 
Beautification, 
5. Household economics. 
I he work of most of these com­ 
mittees is indicated sufficiently clear­ 
ly by their titles; 
for example, the 
committee on production 
can 
do 
much good by improving the b ree d s 
of live stock in a community through 
co-operative purcjbn.se of pure-bred 
males. 
It can encourage the f o r m a ­ 
tion of corn, poultry, pig, cattle, can­ 
ning and gardening clubs which have 
already demonstrated their value in 
the sections where they have 
been 
established; 
and it 
can carry 
on 
useful studies of the type of agricul­ 
ture best fitted to local conditions.- 
In the same way, the committee 
on marketing can secure the stan d ­ 
ardization oi the community’s pro­ 
ducts and thus obtain better prices 
than are possible when nondescript 
goods are dumped upon the market. 
The committee can also search out 
best markets, make contracts on a 
large scale which will lie more fa- 


vorable than any individual can se­ 
cure for himself, ami in many other 
ways economize in the selling of the 
community*- goods. 
Even i1 co-op-, 
endive marketing i> not actually re­ 
sorted to, the information which the 
committee colled- can hardly 
fail 
to be of great assistance To the indi­ 
vidual shippers. 
Just as tin* committee on m arket­ 
ing can facilitate sidling, the com­ 
mittee on farm supplies can econo­ 
mize in buying. 
Farmers are w arn­ 
ed. however, not to 
underestimate 
the cost of running a store or com­ 
mercial agency, and not It» overesti­ 
mate the saving which this can ef­ 
fect. 
The co-operative society, 
of 
course, does away with the neces­ 
sity of the -tore’s making a profit 
but somebody must manage tin* store 
and that -omebody must be paid for 
hi- time, 
lit- salary, therefore, cor­ 
respond- in a way to the ordinary 
store's profit, and it is not always 
possible to secure a good man for less 
• ban he would be able to make in 
business for himself. 
There 
arc, 
however, several methods of 
p u r­ 
chasing farm supplies 
< o-operately 
which will he found to he of advan­ 
tage. 
The simplest is the joint order, 
in which a group of farm ers 
can 
buy a given article in large quanti­ 
ties, thereby effecting a considerable 
saving in the. 
expense 
of 
hand­ 
ling, commissions, 
etc. 
Sometimes 
when this method is adopted a w are­ 
house i> added which i> owned or 
rented co-operatively, and in which 
the goods are stored until the a s ­ 
sociated purchasers need them.

Indians own this land and are here 
to attend the hearing before the Sec­ 
retary of the interior on tiie qu estion 
of renewing p resent 
leases,

which they take abou t a million dol­

The wheat acreage in Russia this sea­ 
son is only about two million acres 
below wlmt it was last year.

decrease of acerage in Frunee and 
Germany is not as great

might naturally expect. With another 
big crop of the grain in Russia and 
a tair yield in France and Germany, 
together with a big crop in the Unit­ 
ed States, the price will fall tremen­ 
dously if peace is declared before the 
next crop i> harvested.

This was not what the legislature 
intended when it passed provisions 
for the enforcement of the prohibi­ 
tion 
constitutional 
amendment 
adopted by the people last fall, but a 
bibulous Oregonian lias demonstrat­ 
ed that he is more efficient in math­ 
ematics. 
The law provides, 
among 
other 
things that 24 quarts of beer may be 
shipped into the state to a single in­ 
dividual or family each month. The 
legislature decided upon this number 
of bottles, so that the usual kind of 
eases could be used. 
The mathematical chap, however, 
doped it out that the so called quart 
bottles do not contain a full quart, 
and that oil this account each per­ 
son is entitled to 36 bottles. 
Oregon becomes “dry” January 1, 
1916.

New Law Provides 


REVOLUTIONARY 
CHANGES 


No Person Holding Appointive Office 


Shall Serve on Any Party 


Committee 


Men of all parties who have taken 


an active interest in politics here 
are deeply engaged in fathoming the 
new primary law in Indiana just eu- 
acled by the legislature. 
Of special 


interest is it because of the rcvol- 
tioiiary changes it 
makes 
in 
the 


formation of political machinery. 


For instance, here after all pre- 


cinct conimitteemen must lie chosen 
at the March primaries, held 
two 


years in a year when a state elec- 
tion is held. 
Section 1'2 of the act 


provides that no person holding an 
appointive oflice in this state, or in 
any city or county government in 
this .-late, .~lir.ll be eligible to serve 
on any party committee or any pri- 
mary election hoard. 


It is being freely pointed out that 


while that section may be very satis- 
factory for the larger centers 
of 


population in the state, it will work 
a hardship on the smaller places. In 
many cases men have been none too 
anxious to serve as precinct coniinit- 
teemeii because ir means much work 
and no emolument.-. 
But now men 


must -eel; the place as precinct coni- 
mitteemen and must lie named at the 
primaries by the voters. 
That pro- 


vision will upset the precedent that 
has been followed all over the state. 


A system of parly organization is 


provided for by 
the 
act. 
heginnig 


with the election at the primary of 
precinct conimitteemen. 
Candidates 


for precinct committeemen are re- 
quired, like other candidates to file 
notice of their candidacy not 
less 


than thirty days nor more t h a n sixty 
days w i t h the clerk of the circuit 
court. 
Xo J'ee is required (if such 


candidates. 


On the Saturday following 
their 


election, the act provides, the pre- 
cinct conimitteemen of each 
party 


shall meet at some place at the coun- 
ty seal, to be iixed by the retiring 
county chairman, ami shall organize 
as a county committee. 


The chairmen of the various coun- 


ties of a congressional district are 
to constitute a congressional district 
committee, except that in case a con- 
gressional district is composed 
of 


only one county, the county commit- 
tee is to he the district committee 
and the county committee is to elect 
a congressional district chairman in 
addition to the 
county 
chairman. 


Chairman elected by the various con- 
gressional district committees are to 
constitute the state central commit- 
tee. 


Each of the various committees 


must elect a chairman, a secretary 
and a treasurer, and may elect other 
officers 
or subcommittees at its dis- 


cretion. 
The time i'or the organiza- 


tion of county committees is specifi- 
ed by the act as already stated, but 
the time and manner of the organi- 
zation of the oilier committees is left 
to rules adopted by the state central 
committee. 
The act 
requires 
the 


=tate central committee to meet with- 
in six months after the taking- effect 
of the act to adopt "appropriate and 
adequate rules for (he government 
and regulation of the party which 
shall not be inconsistent with 
the 


provisions of this act." 


Each party of the state central 


committees must before the day of 
the March primary fix a date for the. 
holding of its party's state conven- 
tion, which date shall be within 150

11.—Presi- 


dent Wilson today 
announced 
he 


cancelled all engagements for 
the 


next three weeks in order to assume 
personal charge of the international 
situation. 
He will receive no politi- 


cal callers of any sort and will only 
see oliii'als that are in touch with 
international situations. 


This action is admitted to be due 


directly to the sinking of the Ameri- 
can sailing vessel, William Frye. by 
Kilel 
Firiedrich. 
The 
sinking 


of this American vessel 
flying 
the 


American^ flag has caused an nnpre- 
cedeiiicd 'situation and the president 
intends to demand a full explanation 
of it. 
j 


There js no fear in any branch of 


the government that the sinking of 
the Fryij will be followed by 
any 


rarlike measures on the part of the 
United Sfatts. But the president in- 
Uv('',- to,\jns:st on the right of the 
United S'-.ites being respected. 


A complete and searching inquiry 


into all the facts 
concerning 
the 


sinking of the William Frye was or- 
dered by the president today. 


So far as the government now is 
incerned'. the United States posi- 


tion was outlined by the president 
today as follows: 


"A most searching inquiry will be 


made and whatever action is taken 
will be based on the results of that 
inquiry,'' it was said. 


President Wilson and 
Secretary 


I'ryan were co-operating in the in- 
vestigation. 


This inquiry began today at Nor- 


folk. 
It will be pushed to comple- 


tion immediately. 
If the facts are 


as shown by the preliminary state- 
ment of the Frye's captain, then the 
United Slates will insist upon repa- 
ration, which, it is generally agreed, 
is forthcoming. 
The United States 


will insist in its negotiations 
with 


Germany on its positions outlined by 
the president in his note to Germany 
in whicli he said:. 


"If the commanders 
of German 


vessels of war destroy on the high 
seas an American vessel it would be 
.lifh'cult for the United States to view 
the act in any other light than an 
indefensible 
violation 
of 
neutral 


rights which it would be very hard 
to reconcile. 
If such a 
deplorable 


situation should arise, the govern- 
ment of the United States would be 
constrained 
to 
hold the 
imperial 


government to a strict accountabil- 
ity." 


The arrival of the Prinz Eitel Frie- 


drich at Newport Xews 
yesterday, 


with the announcement that during 
its four months merciless warfare on 
the enemy's commerce she had sunk 
eight merchantmen, one of them an 
American vessel, stirred deeply offi- 
cial Washington. 


Such information as had come to 


tficial ears from Newport News was 


in substance that the Frye was blown 
up because the commander oC the 
[Citel held its cargo of wheat to be 
contraband. It was pointed out that 
wheat is not contraband, unless con- 
signed to a belligerent government or 
some agent of such government. The 
Frye's manifest showed it bound for 
Queenstown "for orders." 
Officials 


explained that this declaration in the 
manifest was not unusual and added 
that circumstances so far pointed to 
the fact that the Frye, as a vessel

The Czar's 


Letter

In 1862 Napoleon III., -who had a 


scheme in his head for his Mexican 
empire, was anxious to make a cats- 
paw of England by inducing her to 
join him in breaking up the American 
republic. The Emperor Alexander of 
Russia, jealous of England's growing 
commercial power, did not propose that 
she should profit by the troubles in the 
United States and, believing that she 
would not Intervene without Napole- 
on's assistance, determined to prevent 
if possible the Anglo-French interven- 
tion. 


"Tell your master," said Alexander 


to the French ambassador, "that if he 
interferes in America I will strike 
him." 


Now, the emperor was not sure that 


Napoleon would inform the English 
government of this threat. He was 
committed in his Mexican scheme and 
would proceed despite the czar's pro- 
test. England once having entered the 
scheme could not well withdraw. Na 
poleon was at the time in. conference 
with the British ambassador to France, 
and the alliance was about to be per- 
fected. 


One day the American minister at 


St. Petersburg was called to the impe- 
rial palace and when he returned to 
the embassy called the second secreta- 
ry of legation into his private office 
and, handing him a paper, said to him: 


"This document is a communication 


to me from the czar expressing his 
friendliness for the United States and 
declaring that if the Emperor Napo- 
leon intervenes in the struggle going 
on tbere he will make war upon 
France. It is essential that this docu 
ment be shown to the British premier 
•with the least possible delay. St. Pe- 
tersburg is full of the Emperor Napo- 
leon's spies, and it is quite likely that 
these facts are known to them. There 
is little doubt that they will put every 
obstacle in your way to delay your ar- 
rival in England till after the Auglo- 
Frejuch alliance has been effected be- 
tween the two countries. They may 
also try to obtain possession of the 
document you bear. Go to London as 
quickly as possible and do not sleep till 
you are on the channel." 


George Carey, armed with a 42 


caliber revolver, made his prepara- 
tions to leave by the next train at G 
p. m. Expecting that he might be 
watched and delayed on his way to 
the station, he called a cab an hour 
before train time. He knew the short- 
est route and soon saw that he was 
being driven in another direction. 
Tapping on the glass window that sei>- 
arated him from the driver, he ap- 
peared to the latter pointing a cocked 
revolver at him. 


"Drive straight to the station," he 


said. 


This had the proper effect, and Carey 


reached the train half an hour before 
leaving time. This was unfortunate, 
for it gave those in the pay of the 
French emperor plenty of time to 
make their arrangements with regard 
to him. 


The emissary was put by an official 


(bribed) into a compartment where 
there was no one but a girl. The train 
had no sooner started than she began 
to puff a cigarette. Carey knew by 
its odor that it was drugged and tried 
to open the window. It had been se- 
cured. 
He at once broke the glass 


with the butt of his revolver. 


When Carey passed the border into 


Germany he was very sleepy and drop- 
ped into a slumber in spite of his ef- 
forts to keep awake. His suit case 
was in the rack, and when he awoke, 
after the train had stopped several 
times, he noticed that the case was 
not there. He was troubled only at 
the loss of toilet articles and a change 
of clothing, for the czar's letter was 
under a linen band around his body. 


Carey believed that the chain of spies 


watching him would expect him to 
pass through Belgium. He therefore 
concluded to go through France. His 
bold stroke was successful, and he was 
not disturbed, passing even through 
Paris and reaching Calais without ad- 
venture. His traveling by an unex- 
pected route threw the cordon of per- 
sons watching him completely off the 
track, and he was not located by them 
again till he reached Calais. 


He was leaving his train at Calais 


to go aboard the boat for Dover when 
a man stepped up to him and asked if 
he were George Carey. Carey, who 
knew very well that he was spotted, 
admitted that he was, but In a tone to 
indicate that he would brook no inter- 
ference. 
The man displayed a shield 


and, producing a paper, began to read 
a warrant for his arrest on a charge of 
sedition against the government. 


Meanwhile the passengers were pass- 


ing from the train to the boat Carey 
stood listening to the warrant, one eye 
on the travelers and the boat, the oth- 
er on the person whom he knew to be 
personating nn officer of the law. 
When the last passenger had passed 
over the gangway the American knock- 
ed the Frenchman down and ran for 
the boat It had, left the dock, but 
Carey cleared the gap of ten feet with- 
out difficulty.

"Better Methods for Feeding Indi- 


ana Dairy Cattle" will Ije the slogan 
of the special dairy campaign that 
will be conducted during the week of 
March 22-27 by the dairy division of 
the agricultural extension 
depart- 


ment of Purdue university. 


A special car will be run over the 


traction lines of Central Indiana and 
stops will be made at intermediate 
points 
between Lafayette, 
Fort 


Wayne, Bluffton, Kokomo, and Indi- 
anapolis. At least one hour will be 
spent at each station during which 
two lectures will be given. 
These 


lectures will deal mostly with prob- 
lems of better feeding of dairy cows, 
thus helping to increase the produc- 
tion of dairy products in the state. 
The feeding of dairy cattle is a most 
important topic at the present time 
on account of the high price of feed. 
Problems in the summer feeding of 
cow.s will be thoroughly discussed by 
the Purdue speaker.

days after the date of the March pri- 
mary and the convention must be 
held in Indianapolis. 


The state convention is to con- 


sist of delegates on the basis of "one 
delegate for each 200 votes and one 
delegate for each fraction of 100 or 
more votes in every county in the 
state to be apportioned among the 
precincts, wards and townships of 
such county by the board of primary 
election commissioners of such coun- 
ty as equitably as possible, and so 
as to give the voters of each precinct 
of such county representation.". 


In addition to the county, district 


and state committees, provision is 
made for a city central committee to 
be composed of the precinct coininit- 
leeiueii composing the county central 
committee who represent precincts 
hi whole or in part in the city.' 


The party precinct committees are 


to be composed of the precinct l-om- 
mitteemen and such other persons as 
may be designated by the 
county 


chairman. 
While no specific ptfovi- 


sion is made for ward cornniitfees 
these could doubtless be provided ,for 
by rules which the shito committees 
are empowered to make not contrary 
to the provision of the act. 


The act creates in each county a 


board of. primary election commis- 
sioners to he composed of the clerk 
of the circuit court and two others 
to be appointed by him, one of whom 
shall be taken from each of the two 
political parties casting the highest 
number of votes in the county at the 
last preceding general election,-who 
shall be nominated in writing by the 
respective chairmen of the two par- 
tics. 
These commissioners are' also 


to serve as election commissioners at 
the general election for which nomi- 
nations by the primary are madp. 


The precinct election board I and 


officers provided for to act 
uL the 


primaries is made to consist of one 


j inspector, two judges, two elerkti and 


1 two sheriffs, and each political party 
participating in the primary is to 
have a -poll book holder.' "Inspec- 
tors, judges and clerks at Suchf pri- 
mary," read the act, "shall ho ap- 
pointed as follows: The party cast-- 
ing the highest vote, in such county 
at the preceding general 
election 


for the office of secretary of stale 
shall be entitled to name the inspec- 
tors at such election in said county. 
The county participating in such pri- 
mary and casting the next highest 
vote in such county for such office 
shall be permitted to name one of 
the judges in each precinct in each 
county, and su on in rotation with 
all the parties participating in such 
primary until such officers are 
all 


appointed." As to sheriffs and poll 
book holders another section of the 
act says that they shall be appoint- 
ed in the same manner and under 
the same conditions as sheriffs aud 
poll book holders are appointed at 
regular 
elections. 
The 
primary 


boards and officers are lo have-the 
same qualifications and perform the 
same duties as at general elections. 


The chairman of each 
political 


party is to name the election offil-ers 
entitled to be selected by such party 
and such nominations shall be raade 
in writing and delivered to the flec- 
tion commissioners at least five 'days 
before the day of holding the-pri- 
mary. Any vacancy occurring prior 
to the day of the primary shall be 
tilled by the chairman originally 
nominating the election officers. Any 
vacancy occurring on the day of the 
primary election shall be filled by the 
voters assembled at the precinee be- 
longing to the political party which 
nominated the officer 
whose 
place 


has become vacant. 


All the ballots cast in each pre- 


cinct for each party are to be pre- 
served in separate bags for each 
party by the county clerk or I he city 
clerk as the case may be and must 
be kept intact for sis months after 
which they may (not must) bo de- 
stroyed. 


"Each inspector, judge, clerk and 


sheriif of a primary election," reads 
the act, "shall be allowed and paid 
$3 for each day's service while at- 
tending to such election and per- 
forming the duties of his office.

PROJECT IS 
OUTLINED 


Provides For Committees to 
Deal 


With Both Social and Business 


Interests. 


Washington, March 11.—A scheme 


for the organization of rural commu- 
nities for both business and social 
purposes is worked out in an article 
which is to appear in the forthcom- 
ing year book of the department of 
agriculture, and which has already 
been printed as a pamphlet for 
the 


use of the 
department's 
office 
of 


markets and rural organization. 


The scheme calls for ten commit- 


tees, five of which are to deal with 
business needs and five with social 
needs. 
Every member of the orga- 


nization is lo sen'e on some one of 
these committees. In addition, there 
is to be a central or executive com- 
mittee composed of the President of 
the organization, its Secretary, its 
Treasurer, and the Chairman of the 
ten other committees. 
This central 


body is to direct the general policy 
jf the organization, raise all funds 
;ind control their expenditures. The 
i-ommittecs that are to deal with the 
business interests ol' ihe community 
lire us follows: 


1. Committee on Farm Production. 
2. 
Committee on Marketing. 


'•>. 
Committee on Securing Farm 


Supplies. 


•4. 
Committee on Farm 
Finance 


and accounting. 


5. 
Committee, on Communication 


and transportation. 


Similarly, ihe five committees that 


attend to the community's social in- 
terests wjll deal with: 
, 


1. Kdueatiun. 
'2. Sanitation. 
;i. 
Recreation. 


4. 
Beantification. 


5. Household economics. 
The work of most of these com- 


mittees is indicated sufficiently clear- 
ly by their titles; for example, the 
committee on production 
can 
do 


much good by improving the breeds 
of live stock in a community through 
'o-operative purchase of pure-bred 
males. It can encourage the forma- 
tion of. corn, poultry, pig, cattle, can- 
ning and gardening clubs which have 
already demonstrated their value in 
(lie sections where they have 
been 


established; 
and it 
can carry on 


useful studies of the type of agricul- 
ture best lilted to local conditions.- 


In the same way, the committee 


on marketing can secure the stand- 
ardization of the community's pro- 
ducts and thus obtain -better prices 
than are possible when nondescript 
goods are dumped upon the market. 
The committee can also search out 
best markets, make contracts on a 
large scale which will be more fa- 


vorable than iiny individual can se- 
cure for himself, mid in many other 
ways economize in (ho selling of the 
commumly's goods. 
F.veu if co-op- 


enilive marketing i- not actually re- 
sorie,] lo. the int'orinatiiin which Hie 
romiuillci- collecls can hardlv 
fail 


to lie of great assistance to the indi- 
vidual shippers. 


Just as the committee on market- 


ing can facilitate selling, the com- 
mittee on farm supplies can econo- 
mize in buying. 
Fanners are warn- 


ed, however, not to 
i!iic]eri>-.lim:iU' 


the cost of rur.ning a store or com- 
mercial agency, and not to overesti- 
mate the saving which this can ef- 
fect. 
The co-operative societv. 
of 


course, does away with the neces- 
sity of the store's making a profit, 
iml somebody must manage the store 
and t h a t somebody ninst bo paid 1W 
his time.

when this method is adopted a ware- 
house is added which is owned or

Dardanelles. 
If the 


waterway outlet is opened up it will 
enable Russia to flood the markets 
of the world with a surplus of 300,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat that are 
now 
bottled 
up in 
that 
county. 


The wheat acreage in Russia this sea- 
son is only about two million acres 
below what it was last year. 
The 


decrease of acerage in France aud 
Germany is not as great 
as 
one 


might naturally expect. With another 
big crop of the grain in Russia and 
a fair yield in France and Germany, 
together with a big crop in the Unit- 
ed States, the price will fall tremen- 
dously if peace is declared before the 
next crop is harvested. 
The wheat 


acerage in Texas at 
this 
time is 


about 500,000 more than last year, 
and if a normal yield is obtained the 
State's crop this year 
should 
be 


about 25,1)00,000 bushels."
